In that Communication it was pointed out that SEQ ID NO 1 contained improper data on 
line 32 (nucleotides 1081-1097). A comparison of the printout with Figure 2 of the application 
reveals that the "improper" nucleotides are a complete artifact and were inadvertently added 
during the preparation of the Patentin diskette. As clearly disclosed in Figure 2. SFO ID NO. 1 
ends with nucleotide 1080. 
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Therefore, a corrected computer readable diskette and paper printout are submitted 
herew ith. The corrected paper and computer readable diskette are identical. Furthermore, both 
the printout and the computer readable diskette contain versions of Seq. ID No. 1 and Seq. ID 2 
that are identical to the ones submitted as Figures with the original application. Therefore, no 
new matter has been added in this process. Applicants do not know how the version of Seq. ID 
No. 1 on the original diskette became corrupted through the addition of extra improper 
nucleotides. 

Applicants respectfully submit that the case is now in condition for allowance and request 
an early notification of the same. Questions, suggestions, and comments from the Examiner are 
welcomed.
